HUMAN ELEMENT 


Some manufacturers feel the 
only way to get out of the 


squeeze fs to try to eliminate the. 


human element as much as pose 
sible—in other words automation 
with all its repercussions in _ the 
labour field: But this involves 
precisely the kind of outlays— 
new machinery and plant— 
which most manufacturers have 
been trying to cut down on.’ 

Yet, eventually way will have 
to be foundi 1o make production 
cheaper, !f for no other reason 
than to make American products 
more attractlve in price and 
competitive on foreign markets. 
This would be one of the first 
steps requircd by the admintistra- 
tion's current accent on exports. 
Steel Is a casc in point: While 
domestic business was slow this 
year and the operating rate 
hovered oround the 50 per cent. 
level, U.S. stecl manufacturers 
with all the facilities at their dis- 
posal were unable to get into 
forelgn markets, not oven re- 
capture the ground they lost bo- 
couse of last year’s crippling 
airike.

Another stimulant which the 
government has already been 
using on the domestic business’ 
front since the beginning of 
sutumn ahd one which works 
more. directly—is in¢rensed de- 
fence spending. Since October 1 
the Mow of defence contract 
awards to the industry has been 
Intensified, resuming a decline 
in the past fiscal year. The dec- 
line in defence contracts In the 
56-60 Mscnl perlod ending last 
June 30 was some 11 per cent, 
the firat in five years. 

Predicted expenses for defence 
contracts in the 1960-61 fiscal 
period will total $21,700 million, 
a fificen per cent gain over the 
previous budget period, that is, a 
net gain of four per cent over 
the level before the decline 
Btarted. 

Reasons for this boost are 
several: Election year politics,
